Shipments for December were 435 
cars, making a total of 536 cars, and 
since the first of Jan u a ry' there have 
been shipped something close to 200 
cars more.

Good growing weather will in­ 
crease the yield of the remaining one- 
half, but, to offset this gain, there are
